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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Hirka does not teach a single identifier allowing access to both a credit and a stored value account. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees and asserts that Hirka teaches "a single card having the benefit of accessing multiple accounts and if desirable 
multiple types of accounts. This is accomplished through the routing of card transactions based on additional information beyond THE 
SINGLE ACCOUNT NUMBER READ AT THE TIME OF SALE (see at least paragraph 0008)" where "a card issuer route[s] transactions to 
a particular type of account based on the particular transaction and other factors (see at least paragraph 0009)" and "the choice of which 
type of account to be accessed may also be made automatically in certain situations (see at least paragraph(s) 0021)." Further, Hirka 
teaches "that the card may be encoded with information in the form of a single account. The card itself may have many forms. The card 
need only to store the account number in a form that is readable during a transaction (see at least paragraph(s) 0022)" and the card issuer 
may issue "to a customer a card encoded with alias master account information (see at least paragraph(s) 0023)." The "card is linked to 
multiple accounts and the selection criteria are set in advance of using the card. An advantage of this embodiment is that the card is 
processed in the standard manner at the point-of-sale (see at least paragraph(s) 0025)." In summary, while Hirka does teach one 
embodiment which includes encoding various account numbers onto a single transaction card, Hirka also teaches two other embodiments 
where only a single master account (alias) number is encoded on the card and is used to allow access to multiple accounts. Access to a 
specific account can be directed either by user input or automatically by predefined routing rules.. 
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
